Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1972,  prepared  as 
directed  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  health  of  the  District  was  good,  with  few  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  28,450,  an  increase  of  340. 
The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  228. 

In  April,  the  County  Council  took  over  responsibility  for  family 
planning.  The  service  is  now  free  except  for  supplies.  These  are  also 
free  where  there  are  medical  reasons  for  their  use. 

Re-organisation  of  the  Health  Service  progressed  to  the  point  where 
it  is  now  proposed  there  shall  be  six  National  Health  Service  Districts 
with  the  new  Hampshire  Area  Health  Authority. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Pattern,  Student  Public  Health  Inspector,  qualified  in 
June  and  was  appointed  to  the  staff  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
staff  of  his  and  my  Departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of 
this  Report.

The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  16.1. 

The  corrected  live  birth  rate  (using  a  comparability  factor  of  0.93) 
was  15.0,  compared  with  a  rate  of  14. 8  for  England  &  Wales,  and  15*5 
for  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire.

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  16  compared  with  22  in  1971, 

37  in  1970,  22  in  1969,  48  in  1968  and  30  in  1967.  A  better  comparison 
is  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live  births,  which  was 
4.0 %  compared  with  5  5%  in  1967,  7.5%  in  1968,  5.0%  in  1969,  7.0%  in  1970 
and  4.0%  in  1971.  In  England  &  Wales  the  rate  was  9.0  and  in  the  Admini¬ 
strative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  6.0. 

Still  Births 

There  were  10  still  births,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
total  live  and  still  births  of  21.0  compared  with  5.5  in  1967,  10.3  in 
1968,  4.0  in  1969,  7.0  in  1970  and  6.0  in  1971.  The  still  birth  rates 
for  England  &  Wales  and  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  in 
1972  vere12.0,  and  9.0  respectively. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  five  infant  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1972. 

Of  these,  three  died  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  the  remaining  two 
before  their  first  birthdays.

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age 
per  1,000  live  births  and  for  the  year  under  review  was  9.0,  compared 
with  3.7  in  1967,  5-3  in  1968,  2.0  in  1969,  8.0  in  1970  and  11.0  in 
1971.  In  England  &  Wales  the  rate  was  12.0. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  week  per  1,000 
live  births  and  for  1972  was  7.0  compared  with  1.8  in  1967,  5.3  in 

1968,  zero  in  1969,  8.0  in  1970  and  11.0  in  1971.  In  England  &  Wales 
it  was  10.0. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
week  and  still  births  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and 
was  28.0  compared  with  7.3  in  1967,  15.8  in  1968,  4.0  in  1969,  15.0  in 
1970  and  17.0  in  1971.  It  was  22.0  in  England  &  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  was  one  maternal  death  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  giving 
a  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  2.1  in  1972.  This  is  the  ratio  of  maternal 
deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and  child  bearing  to  the  total  number 
of  births  (live  and  still)  expressed  as  a  rate  per  1,000.  In  1967,  1968, 

1969,  1970  and  1971  the  rate  was  zero. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1972  in  the  Kingsclere  and 
Whitchurch  Rural  District  was  229. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  for  80  deaths  -  they  caused 
34. 1%  of  all  deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  caused  57  deaths ,  giving  a  figure  of 
£4.9%  of  all  deaths. 

Cerebro-vascular  disease  with  30  deaths  gave  a  percentage 
figure  of  13.1%. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  cerebro-vascular  disease)  are  totalled,  a 
figure  of  117  deaths  is  arrivedat  -  thus  causing  51.1%  of  all  deaths 
in  the  District. 

Cancer  caused  59  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  25.8%  of  deaths. 
Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  caused  15  deaths,  or  in  other  words, 
25.4%  of  all  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus. 

Accidents  and  suicides  caused  12  deaths;  6  involving  motor 
vehicles.

Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons 
under  40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin) 
type  of  vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is 
important  to  ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate, 
especially  among  young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  end  Whooping  Couah  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains 
antigens  of  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  This  reduces 
the  number  of  injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when 
the  infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined 
in  a  single  vaccine,  produce  a  greater  protection  to  each  disease 
than  they  would  if  given  separately.

Swimming  Baths 

Of  the  eight  school  swimming  baths  in  the  district  six  are  at  County 
Council  Schools  and  two  at  private  schools.
